THE WHEAT POOL 

- I ‘ I 

The talk of the Hon. O. L. Mc¬ 
Pherson at the town hali jast S aturday 
rite moon on the subject of the wheat 
pool was an encouraging forenote of 
its future success. Organized at a 
late date for its actual operations; the 
past season and under adverse circum¬ 
stances and opposition of the effected 
interests, it fias worked out “efficient¬ 
ly and satisfactorily” and gives pro¬ 
mise of greatly increased control of 
wheat in the year to come. Many 
obstacles had to be overcome and con¬ 
tracts entered into which were not at 
the time entirely satisfactory to the 
pool management but which had to be 
acceded to in order to get the'fool in 
working order in the shoft time al¬ 
lotted before deliveries had to be ac¬ 
cepted. The determination to function 
this last season gradually brought dif¬ 
ferent opposing interest to the full 
realization of the intentions, with the 
results that gralually they reluctantly 
gave way and the pool was in opera¬ 
tion. With plenty of time for laying 
out plans for the handling of the crop 
next season much different and better 
arrangements can bp made whereby 
the pool will be endowed with many of 
the little and large perquisites which 
result from the handling^ of the grain 
and which, it is understood, has been 
a large source of income to the trade 
in this line. The experience gained in 
this first year of Operation in the pa<yL 
will also prove of inestimable benefit 
and with the expected increased acre¬ 
age, at least some of the anticipated 
benefits of its promotion should be in 
evidence at the conclusion of the next 
season. No statements of this year’s 
operations are as yet available and 
will not be until the final winding up 
the business, but it is asserted that 
the members of the pool will, at least 
have done as well as the outside sell¬ 
ers and this with the small proportion 
of the crop handled by the pool indi¬ 
cates that it will be a factor in the 
marketing of this grain when the coif 1 
trol is more centralized in it. The vol¬ 
ume is what is wanted and this in Al¬ 
berta with the co-operation of other 
pools in Canada and elsewhere, which 
is the ultimate "purpose of the under¬ 
taking, will be a power in the dis¬ 
tribution of the most wanted product 
in the world. It’s up to the ind.vidual 
farnffers to make it such. Assist by 
your personal efforts to make it a 
success. — The High River Times

IN A HORRIBLE PLIGHT 

In reading that intensely interesting 
book “In the Middle of the Ro M d” by 
Philip Gibbs, a graphic pen picture is 
given of the terrible conditions that 
prevailed in'unhappy Russia, a ship¬ 
wrecked country of a hundred and fif¬ 
ty million people when the Bolshevik 
regime was established. Then com¬ 
menced the greatest tyranny on earth, 
the most brutal type of government 
ever devised by evil minds. And yet 
the government endeavoured to teach 
the people to read and write, and also- 
made an attempt to feed the children 
first when famine overspread th* land. 
They were cruei through fear. The 
government was afraid of counter re¬ 
volutions and plots of every kind. 
They crushed their enemies lest the 
revolution should be defeated and 
Czardom brought back. So it was in 
France under Robespierre. “Com¬ 
munism” according to Gibbs, “is an 
Outrage against human nature as it 
attempts to crush the indvidual 
instinct which * s the strongest thing in 
life. The peasants of Russia killed 
communism when they refused to 
grow more grain and produce for the 
good of the nation. They alone held 
the only source of wealth and when 
they refused to produce for the Red 
army, starvation became rampant, fol¬ 
lowed by an. epidemic off typhus which 
destroyed millions of the inhabitants 
of Russia One paragraph describing 
the hospital at Kansan, once famous 
in the history of medical science, re¬ 
veals the depth of human misery 
existing there. “It was, crowded with 
men and women suffering from every 
kind of disease, but .mostly from ty¬ 
phus arid dysentery caused by vermin 
and hunger And weakness. Whatever 
their disease, the patients lay huddled 
together, not on beds, for they had 
been burnt for fuel, but on the bare 
boards. They had few blankets which 
covered four .at a time. There was 
no heat in the stoves. Young girls 
looked like old women, young m< n had 
the worn, wrinkled lot>k of extreme 
age. They were all reduced to a dead 
level of misery and squalor and dirt. 
Many of the men were of education 
andjearning.” 

FARMERS IN CONVENTION 

The Alberta farmers’ convention 
came to a successful conclusion Fri¬ 
day last after a week of careful-de¬ 
liberation on the part of the delegates 
of various important matters that af¬ 
fect the welfare of farmers of the pro¬ 
vince. The^e were upwards of BOO de¬ 
legates present and up until the last 
day of the convention the sane ele¬ 
ments, of the delegates controlled the 
situation. By preventing any freak re¬ 
solutions being passed. The last day 
witnessed a few of the radicals predo¬ 
minating the convention as many of 
the sane delegates had left 
the city for their homes. Severul fea¬ 
tures of the gathering was the manner 
in which President Wood predominat¬ 
ed those present. It was asserted by 
many that Mr. Wood/would be relegat¬ 
ed into the background but by sheer 
personality he exercised an influence 
over the delegates arid won easily over 
his opponents. Another feature was 
the defeat of the resolution favoring a 
provincial bank. For years back this 
resolution has been up for cons dera¬ 
tion in 1919, 1920, 1921, 1922 and 1923 
it was passed, and last year there was 
some discontent expressed because the 
government had taken no action-, on 
the resolution. This year the U.F.A. 
in convention, defeated the resolution 
by a large majority. Mr. Bev ngton 
who sponsored the resolution tho¬ 
roughly understands it and while his 
pet bill was defeated, he has done a 
great deal of good in exposing weak 
spots in our Canadian banking sys¬ 
tem. 

ABOUT LABOR BUREAU 

Last summer when farmers began 
to demand harvest help, many com¬ 
plaints were made by farmers ti at of¬ 
ficials of the labor bureau at Calgary 
openly advised harvest help to hold 
cut for big wages, making it rather 
difficult for them to get help at mo¬ 
derate wages. In view of this fact the 
U.F.A. Convention did not pass that 
resolution, requesting that the labor 
bureaus be removed from the ju isdic- 
tiom of the present'minister of labor, 
Alex Ross, and placed under an inde¬ 
pendent and impartial commission, 
which should have complete control 
of the staffs and exercise supervision 
over the offices.

Speaking of fortunes being made in 
a year similar to'that of Leut. Wood, 
of Manilla who is said to have made 
$800,000 in one year, the Wall Street 
journa^hecomes reminescent and tails 
of huge fortunes being made. One 
steel producer cleared $2,000,000 on a 
copper mining stock in le& than a 
year, 20 years ag<o and a half dozen 
made fortunes in the same stock. Dur¬ 
ing the North Pacific rise to $1000 a 
share, ,a certain trader held 100 shares 
on a slim margin. He was away for 
several days and returning to the 
office where the stock was held, * he 
fainted when told the stock was sell¬ 
ing at $900. The faint cost him $10,- 
000 but at that he cleared over$70,000 
on an investment of $600. During the 
war fabulous fortunes were made. A 
group off financiers cleared-more than 
$20,000,000 in submarine boat. One 
banker made over $4,000,000 in this 
stock and another four million In 
Bethlehem steel within a year. 


RUMORS MADE TO ORDER 

In a recent issue off the Edmonton 
Journal, a reporter of that paper 
hearing of many^ political rumors be¬ 
ing circulated about- during conven¬ 
tion week went out on a still hunt and 
here is the result of his efforts. First 
off the bat he found there was a wide 
open split in the ranks of the U.F.A. 
party with old time farmer liberals 
and conservatives going back to the 
old parties. Hons. V. Smith and Geo. 
Hoadley would lead the new conser¬ 
vative-farmer group and Hon. J. R. 
Boyle and W. M. Davidson the liberal- 
farmer group. Another rumor was 
that Premier- Greenfield who Isn't 100 
per cent solid with some farmer mem¬ 
bers will quit being premier and be¬ 
come chairman of the new liquor com¬ 
mission board. Hon. O. L. McPherson, 
speaker of the house, who has been 
persistently pushed for a cabinet po¬ 
sition by members, will be the new 
premier, and lastly there will be a 
provincial election is June. 

PRESS COMMENTS 

Manchester Guardian: 1 If it be true 
as suggested in some quarters that 
mah jongg is likely to become , the 
fashionable game even to the displace¬ 
ment of bridge, then there will be a 
break in the continuity of our scienti¬ 
fic table games. The passage from 
whist to bridge and frpm bridge to 
auction bridge and from auction 
bridge (if we admit the latter develop¬ 
ment) to contract bridge has been a 
steady sequence, since bridge in its 
various forms is merely a development 
off whist. One must admit, though, 
that many devotees of whist would 1 
have been horrified by the various con¬ 
ventions aimed at “beating the game” 
which have been introduced "into the 
most modem forms of bridge. But it 
may be said that we have-had nearly 
t*o centuries of the same game since 
it was in 1730 that Lord Folksbcne and 
other prominent persons met in so- 
i house in Bedford row and proceeded, 
with the help of Hoyle, to introduce 
the game into “polite society”. It 
cannot be claimed that whist asserted 
itself at once. It' was played a good 
deal from the first, but it did not pro¬ 
vide sufficient opportunities for taking 
huge sums for the “bucks” of that or 
the next generation. Yet it made its 
way steadily, and by the middle of the 
Victorian era it was firmly established. 
Bridge has not yet completed 30 years 
of life in England, though it was 
pitted earlier on the continent. Per- 
halps- it has not deserved a life as long 
as that of whist, the variations in the 
rules have been too frequent and, 
while claiming to be more scientific 
than whist it seems to be developing 
conventions which are mostly methods 
of signalling in various forms. Pos¬ 
sibly also there is a limit to its evo¬ 
lution, the climax has been, passed, 
and so the card playing world was 
ready for so complete a revolution as 
that suggested by the arrival of mdh 
jongg. 

Pgrth Western Mail: To allow mo¬ 
tor lorries to run on the roads—the 
cost and maintenance of which are 
provided by the ratepayers—in direct 
competition with the railways, is eco¬ 
nomically unsound, and if allowed to 
continue will sooner or later be’dis¬ 
astrous to the state. No country can 
build the mileage of railways that,has 
been built in this state for the sparse 
population and then subsidize private 
enterprise to carry the tonnage which 
should be transported by rail. But do 
what parliament may in legis’ating 
against the competition here com¬ 
plained pff, the heavy motor lorry will 
alw r ays have to be reckoned with, or, 
at any rate, until we reach the stage 
of aerial carriage. Whatever is done 
it will prove a formidable competitor, 
but all the same, there is great need 
for immediate legislation which will 
ensure that the proprietors of motor 
vehicles of high tonnage shall contri¬ 
bute to the cost of road upkeep in a 
measure commensurate with the 
wear and tear for which such vehicles 
are responsible. 

Sir Clifford Sifton advocates an in¬ 
dependent audit twice a year of all 
Canadian banks. He does not favoT 
a provincial government bank which in 
his opinion would lead to disaster 
wherever tried.

It will be remembered that- a few 
weeks ago. statements were made in 
German and other continental news¬ 
papers to the effect that the ministry 
of war in.Berlin was carrying out ex¬ 
periments with an invention which 
made it possible for its users to bring 
aeroplane or motor car engines to a 
sudden stop, -even from points at a 
considerable distance away. Since 
these reports first appeared, the Ger. 
man press has,apparently, received 
orders not again to refer to the sub¬ 
ject, for no further references have 
been made to it By many people the 
-idea of this invention was regarded as 
pure fantasy. Liberte, a Paris news¬ 
paper, however, states that it has been 
given proof by a French engineer liv¬ 
ing in Paris that such an invention is 
not only a reality but that he has him-” 
self perfected such an appliance. In 
proof Liberte prints a remarkable ac¬ 
count of a visit paid to the laboratory 
of the engineer in question, who there 
gavq demonstrations of thfe practical 
working of his invention by actually 
bringing to a sudden stop a njimber 
of motor propelled vehicles which 
passed along the street beneath ljis 
windows. 

“Our friend introduced us into his 
laboratory,” says Liberte, “where the 
immense electric coils gave the im¬ 
pression of some tragic American 
electrocution firm. He asked us to 
stand at a windowjamd watch for any 
motor driven vehicles which might 
pass, and to tell him in advance which 
of them we wished him to stop. The 
engineer placed himself before his 
electric appliances with his hand on a 
lever. A taxicab was in the act of 
passing and we instantly called on 
him to operate. He gave a'mere turn 
to his lever, and the cab Stopped sud¬ 
denly. The astonished driver got down 
from his seat, raised the bonnet of his 
car, and verified his petrol feed. Find- 
I ing it working normally, he looked up 
| in perplexity. At that moment an¬ 
other taxicab which was in the act of 
pass|qg stopped dead just abreast of 
the first. We half opened the window 
1 and leaned out in order to lose no¬ 
thing of what passed. ‘What is the 
matter?’ asked the chauffeur who had 
first been stopped. ‘Just what I was 
going to ask you,’ the newcomer re¬ 
plied, ‘for it must be your fault I have 
had to Tstop’—and the two mystified 
men launched into an angry wrangle. 
Just then a huge mb tor lorry came in¬ 
to sight and we asked our engineer 
friend if he could without difficulty 
bring that also to a standstill. ‘Cer- 
Ifcunly,’ he replied, ‘as yo.u will see.’ 
When the lorry reached a point at 
which the two taxis were standing its 
motor suddenly stopped working and 
the big vehicle skidded on the wrt sur¬ 
face. All three drivers joined in ,a 
hearty swearing contest. Sufficiently! 
convinced by what we had seen, we j 
asked our engineer to break off con-1 
tact with the stranded vehicles. Al- 
; most instantly the three motors re-1 
started, roaring and smoking, and the; 
trio of vehicles went on their way I 
amid the curses of their drivers.” I 

Liberte concludes this extraordinary 
narrative by stating that the engineer 
is now experimentin g with an appli- 
ance for similarly stopping electric 
motors, which he asserts to be more 
" difficult. It is also claimed by the en¬ 
gineer that he is able to step aero¬ 
planes in full flight from a distance 
of a thousand metres. Liberte calls 
attention to the consequences which 
would result if the Germans were able 
by the use of such methods to bring 
lorries full of troops to a standstill, 
and expresses the hope that the 
t rench ministry of war will be able 
to make use of the invention, and will 
also be able to study the development 
of coup ter measures which will safe¬ 
guard military motor transport 
against the use of such appliances. 

’ According to a report in a Toronto 
paper the expense of winding up the 
bankrupt Home Bank is likely to be 
in the neighborhood of $600,000 to 
$800,000. If this report is reliable 
such an outcome would be little less 
than a crime, says the Ottawa Jour¬ 
nal. Any competent business man 
could conduct liquidation of the Home 
Bank at a very greatly less cost if he 
went about it as he would go about 
his own business. 

That a general strike of coal min¬ 
ers in District No. 18 is likely to oc¬ 
cur in the near future is the opinion 
of the president of the coal miners’ 
union. He claims that many miners 
are on the verge of starvation.

Monopoly-controlled prices qn 
everything he has to ' buy. inflated 
freight rates and deflated farm prices 
are forcing the farmer to come to¬ 
gether to save themselves and their 
industry. They realize the truth of 
the remark made recently by a repub¬ 
lican U.S. senator that “monopoly is 
absolute master of every product nec¬ 
essary to feed, clothe, warm and shel-, 
ter the human body,” and they know 
too well that unless thsy also combine 
their industry, and by power of alli¬ 
ance buy in the same markets they 
are now forcel to sell in, th ere is little 
hope for bettered conditions in agri- 
culture^ Farmers must realize the si¬ 
tuation and they must act’ They must 
organize and stand solidly together. It 
is not. at all imphssible when they 
once appreciate the situation and itri 
gravity. Every important industry in 
the nation is controlled by combina¬ 
tion, except agriculture. There is little 
hope for one outside industry against 
such odds. It is the prey of all the 
combinations. A C^resham farmer 
aptly sated it when he said that under 
such conditions the farmer had no 
more show to succeed than would an 
individual with a few thousand dol¬ 
lars have in starting opposition to the 
sugar trust or the Standard Oil Com¬ 
pany. “You can’t get the farmers to¬ 
gether,” “They won’t combine and - 
stick,” and “It can’t be done.” Those 
you fanners hear every day. The 
same songs were sung in the south 
wheii the movements were started to 
organize the cotton planters and the 
tobacco growers 90 per cent, strong. 
But it was done, it was done because 
the southern farmers had come to the 
point where they knew it must be 
done. It was done with labor—a task 
just as formidable as organization of 
farmers. It was proclaimed to the 
world that it would be impossible tp 
organize the“tffany 'different classes 
and trades in the ranks of labor into 
enough strength to force fair wages. 
It has been done and further, this or. 
ganization has been powerful enough 
to put up the bars against emigration, 
it has forced congress to keep out 
those who would swarm in and thru 
competition weaken their organiza¬ 
tions. If farmers could only be of one 
mind for one year on the matter of 
co-operative selling and buying they 
would have an organization as pow¬ 
erful for success as tljgf'af the Bell 
Telephone company. They would be 
in complete control of their market¬ 
ing; able to fix xt fair profit price on 
their products; powerful enough to 
force out the army of middle-handlers 
and profit-takers, and then thru joint 
action with consumers get the pro¬ 
ducts to the homes at so much less ex¬ 
pense that retail prices would be 
greatly lowered, even while the pro¬ 
ducers got rrich higher prices. There 
are few farmers but what admit that 
their one hope under present, condi¬ 
tions is to combine as others combine 
and get their just share by right of 
might; -yet- when it comes right down 
to backing their own admissions, too 
marw-^will hang back and let the 
others put it over—waiting to see how 
it works out before they come in. And 
this one fact is more responsible than 
all other for the limited success of the 
many co-operative ^organizations in 
Alberta—the organizations are not 
backed strongly enough, there are too 
many sitting on the fence wailing re¬ 
sults—results which they make im¬ 
possible by their outside coqrpetition. 
They are borers from within. It would 
seem that the time had come for the 
farmers of Alberta to walk into this 
matter of mass production. It ArouM 
seem that 1924 should see them ready 
to quit arguing and protesting Wid to 
corrie together solidly in the one deter¬ 
mination to run their own business 
rather than to let the other combina¬ 
tions run it for them and take over the 
profits. 

FARMW0MEN 

Speaking before the farm women of 
Alberta, the minister of telephones 
and railways explained the excellence 
and efficiency of the service rendered 
Dy these two departments. -The late 
government had handled the telephone 
department in such an unbusinesslike 
way and with such extravagance that 
the people will have to pay for it for 
years to oome. There was no hope of 
making a reduction in the telephone 
rates of the .province and it was pos¬ 
sible that the rates would he raised 
within the next few years. 

The Farm Women in convention 
passed a resolution asking the govern¬ 
ment to make the legislation c ntrol- 
ling liquor so stringent, with the aim 
to stop bootlegging, and illegal sale ofi 
liquor and satisfy the majority of the 
people who voted for Clause D. 

Magrath union of the U.F.W.A. 
brought in a resolution risking that 
doctors’ fees in maternity cases be 
limited to an amount not exceeding 
$ 20 . 

Mrs. Sears, retiring president, was 
presented with a lovely pend nt by 
the delegates to which she_ feelingly 
replied. *Irs. Sears will continue on 
the directorate and will continue to 
take an active interest in the Work." 

A resolution which called for the 
ability of both municipal councillors 
.and school trustees to be able to read 
and write in English was 'passed by 
the women. This was later rejected 
at the general meeting when it was 
pointed out that in some districts it 
would be impossible to find men who 
could meet these requirements. 


THE POOL MEETING 

The- Hon. O, L. McPherson, speaker 
of the eAlberta house of representa¬ 
tives and*a trustee of the wheat pool 
for this district addressed a meeting 
of the farmers in High River on 
Saturday afternoon last on the subject 
of the wheat pool. The speaker open¬ 
ed by a short resume ofofhenegotia- 
tions entering into th4 formation of 
the pool and its expected purposes and 
expressed himself as Yighly pleased 
with the results of thV work, which ' 
was undertaken at a late hour for ope¬ 
rations in the past season. Proper and 
anticipated functioning of the pool 
was hardly'to be expected for this, its 
first season, but notwithstanding the 
many details and obstacles to be hur¬ 
riedly overcome, the accomplishments 
have been satisfactory and with con¬ 
tinued interest on the part of farmers 
will prove ultimately to accomplish all 
that was expected of it. The unusual 
world wide conditions in the wheat 
market for the past season had caused 
the price of wheat to be comparative¬ 
ly.low. The price today is, still 20% 
more than in the pre-war times but 
the farmers are obliged to pay 80% 
more for other commodities, which 
was the bone of oontention today. He 
argued that an arbitrary' “set price” 
for wheat was impossible and that it 
was up to the farmers theinselves to 
create better conditions for the mar¬ 
keting of their products. This can be 
done through co-operation such as is 
proposed by the wheat pool, in cutting 
down overhead expenses by a central¬ 
ized agency to control the price and 
distribution of wheat, a marketing 
agency, a selling agency but not a 
dictator ‘of prices^ Much opposition 
has been enoountered in the formation 
of the pool from different interests 
whose personal ambitions were pos¬ 
sibly to be effected and the personal 
and public touch were introduced to 
thwart the plans of the pool, but not¬ 
withstanding’such opposition the ac¬ 
complishment has been more than sat¬ 
isfactory. It is indeed a wonderful 
accomplishment and is to-day work¬ 
ing efficiently and smoothly and with 
success, and is going to, at least, 
break even with the man who sold 
outside. Top prices we always hear 
of but little do we hear of the fellow 
whc* sold around 71 cents-JSome hit 
the high prices occasippfflly biR ‘an? 
lucky to get v the average. The pool 
will get this. The intentions of the 
pool are to do what the other fellow 
has been doing for many years; to ex¬ 
pand our markets for our products, 
anticipate the demand and deliver at 
the opportune time. It is Mr. Mc¬ 
Pherson’s opinion that the pool and its 
wide spread intentions have already 
affected the markets for the better. 
Its prospects are quite assured now, 
hut its volume that is wanted and af¬ 
filiation with other wheat producing 
countries, and the prospects of these 
are bright. Another drive wi’l be 
early started for more acreage and it 
is the earnest desire of the speaker 
that the individual farmers at every 
opportunity talk wheat pool apd its 
certain advantages on every occasion 
to the end that every farmer will 
eventually belong to the poo’. The 
present arrangements with the elevat¬ 
ors for ’handling' the crop is but a 
temporary one for one year; practi¬ 
c a l ly f o rced because uf th e immedia te 
necessity, but the coming year is ex¬ 
pected to see different arrangements 
with ultimately the control of the 
handling facilities. Mr. McPherson 
then suggested the formation of a lo¬ 
cal pool organization to look after 
the local and individual needs, de ires, 
complaints, etc., of the producers of 
this district and such was immediately 
done with an executive committee, of 
seven as follows: .Messrs Bond, Morri¬ 
son, Goodwin, Sutherland, Allen, Bish¬ 
op and Wciser. Mr. H.T. Goodwin was 
made chairman and Mr. N. A. WeisCr 
secretary, to whom all communi¬ 
cations can be adressed and who will 
be in touch with the central pool board 
in all matters of interest. Mr. Mc¬ 
Pherson suggested that all the busi¬ 
ness men of the town be interested in 
the wheat pool and lend their aid in¬ 
directly and directly in its success. 
This because the Success of the pool 
•s their success financially 'and other¬ 
wise. As sometimes misunderstood, 
the oaol is not a poetical or society 
endeavor. It is strictly a business pro¬ 
position first and last undertaxen f r 
the betterment of the farmers’ con¬ 
dition and should enrol all farmers ir¬ 
respective of their politics or social af¬ 
filiations. An open discussion was 
then invited by Mr. McPherson and 
many interesting questions were an¬ 
swered by the speaker. There was a 
fair gathering of farmers at the meet¬ 
ing, the hall being about half fijled. 
The low temperature, no doubt, kept 
many from being present^ who would 
otherwise have been there. ft was an. 
.interesting meeting and Mr. McPher¬ 
son favorably impressed those present 
by his personality and in the manner 
in which he presented his subject. 

EXPECTS MANY IMMIGRANTS 

A great demand for Alberta land 
from immigrants is anticipat'd by 
James Colley, secretary of the Immi¬ 
gration coundl of this province, who 
is on his way to Europe in connection 
with immigration work. 

Some one has offered a good sug¬ 
gestion to Mr. Boyle and Mr. Mitchell 
that they attend the U.F.A. conven¬ 
tion at Edmonton and listen attentive¬ 
ly to the proceedings in' which event 
they might gain a little sense and wis¬ 
dom.

River and Gleichen. Recently he has 
been making shipments from Vegre- 
ville and also from the Edmonton 
yards. The first shipment of ten cars 
will be made from High River, and on 
January 16 he is making another ship¬ 
ment of 300 head from Gleichen, being 
cattle which 1 were bought from Doug¬ 
las Hardwick. Mr. Cadzow says they 
are all good cattle and should please 
the California people To whom they 
are consigned. It is tlje extensive out¬ 
lets which the stockmen in the pro¬ 
vince are able to ferret out which has 
been the salvation of the trade on a 
number of occasions in Alberta and 
though the ordinary stockyard mar¬ 
kets across the line are not able to 
handle mjiny of our cattle at present 
and show any profit, there appears to 
be a chance for some business on the 
west coast which will help in making 
some profit for the feeders and breed¬ 
ers.—Market Examiner.

CANADA’S GRAIN CROP 

The values of Canada’s grain crop 
is estimated by the dominion bureau 
of statistics at $892,572,300. Of this 
total approximately $450,000,000 is 
credited to the three prairie provinces. 
It is interesting to note that while the 
figures for Manitoba and Saskatche¬ 
wan are below those for last ygar, 
those for Alberta are above by more 
^han $45,000,000. , 

In the summary of railway acci¬ 
dents in Canada during -the month of 
November it is interesting to note that 
no passengers on trains were killed, 
But that in 17 railway crossing acci, 
dents six persons met death. Train 
operation is thus seen to be compara¬ 
tively safe, chiefly because employes 
are carefully trained and have been 
taught to hold safety to others as 
their paramount concern.
